AN OUTSIDE OPINION, 


The following letter appears in the Toronto | met recently in Toronte passed a resolution 


Globe of July 12th from Mos Elmes, one ot 
the delegates from the Outario farmers’ ex 
-orsion to Calgary, who visited Edmonton in 
Se ie, The letter is it*® own explafiation ; 
“On the arrival of the first farmers’ excur 
sion to the Far West the good people of 
Calgary called a meeting of the excursionists 


at the theatre, Which was crowde dad with 
the leading men of the town and their fel- 
Jow countrymen trom the east. After kind- 


ly greetings had been exchanged arrange- 
inpents were made to show the excursionists 
the country surrounding Calgary, And 
atter seeing it the excursionists brought in 
a very favorable report. The Board of 
Trade at Edmonton sent an urgent request 
that delegates should be appointed by the 
excursionists to see their country and re- 
port. Mr. Mitehell, of Collingwood, and 
myself, of Paris, were selected. We took 
the stage and started for the north. The 
couutey forthe first eighty milesis a rich 
rolling prairie. Then timber begins to ap- 
pear and at the crossing of the Red Deer 
Kiver attains a yood s.ze. Rolling prairie 
sul continues with scattering timber for 
the next hundred miles, when better timber 
and soil begins. We proceed until we reach 
the north bank of the Saskatchewan, when 
looking aeross its beautiful wooded banks we 
sce the lovely Townof Edmonton, The sight 
from our position is grand in the extreme. 
We cross the noble river by ferry and see 
the miners busily engaged washing the 
bars for gold, which is here found in paying 
quantities, the men procuring irom three to 
ten dollars per day of the precious dust, 
On the opposite bank we see coal mines 
which produce coal of an exccllent quality, 
which is supplied from the mines at $2.75 
per ton. We now mount the steep bank by 
a circuitous road. On the summit stands 
the old Hudson Bay Fort, which is now the 
quarters of a company of the Mounted Police. 
Then begins the town, which is about a mile 
long, onthe high banks of the river. The 
well-built, cheerful looking buildings are 
beautifully nestled among trees which can- 
not but excite pleasure in the beholder, 
The town contains numerous fine stores, 
churches, residences, schools and mills, and 
the most persevering, energetic, industrious 
and friendly population we have ever met, 
We now drive in a northern direction to the 
Sturgeon, then easterly along the banks of 
the river to Fort Saskatchewan; thence on 
the north side; thence west toSt. Albert; 
ang find a uniformity of soil, the richest we 
have ever met. 
rich color appear On every hand, at the pre- 
sent slightly suffering from drought. 
Herds of sleek cattle and horses appear on 
every hand. Granaries are still full of 
good, plump wheat and oats, and barley in 
some cases reaching to several thousana 
bushels, And strange to say this is the 
first place ve have visited in our 3,300 mile 
journey that has not been injured by frost. 
Even the tenderest garden plant, such as 
beans, cucumbers, tomatoes and pumpkins 
do not show the least sign of blight, 
although at present much in need of rain. 
The air here is very pure and bracing, No 
blizzards ever visit here. The water is 
good. The landscape is beautified by 
chinps of timber on every side,so0 much 
enjoyed by the Ontario farmer. The timber 
also valuable for fencing, building and 
firing, although perhaps this last is no 
object, as coal is so plentiful everywhere, 
I consider this section a good one for the 
surplus population of Ontario, especially 
those on rented farms or in straightened 
circumstances, as good land is plentiful and 
cheap. There is the free grant 160 acres,

2 or $2.50 per acre. Of course no place on 
earth is without its defects, but Edmonton 
district bas more thaw average natural ad- 
vantages. Its splendid soil, pure air and 
Water, its vast coal fields, rich pasture, 
timber, its gold, land almost for nothing, 
and it is the outlet to the vast North 
tountry, rich in its minerals, with a large 
population of Indians, who mast receive 
their supplies through here. In fact Kd-

to shut their eyes to the real good existing 
and cither to slacken their exertions,to send 
out damaging reports, or to leave for some 
other region probably not really so good, 
The chief sinners in this line bave been the 
Winnipeg dailies, and they have certainly 
given the system, a long, thorough and 
enthusiastic trial. After all it has been a 
failure and now, the Free Press demands in 
the most definite language that the treth be: 
told about the crop shortage of the present 
season, That honesty is the best policy 
seems to be the universal verdict with those 
who have tried both systems. 


Tue second attempt to vindicate justice 
before a Calvary jury in the Fisk case has 
resulted a httle—and only a little—better 
than the first. For the most utterly 
atrocious murder that has taken place in a 
civilized community in modern times a ver- 
dict of mansiaughbter is returned and a sen- 
tence of fourteen years imprisonment impos- 
ed. While the whole civilized world stood 
aghast at the crimes of Jack the Ripper, 
while thousands of pounds were offered and 
the ingenuity of the best detective force in 
the world was exhausted, in the effort to 
secure the criminal in order that he might 
be punished according to his crimes, this 
Calgary gentleman named Fisk commits a 
crime of a nature similar to that of Jack the 
Ripper, as utterly lacking in motive but in- 
expressibly more borrible in detail, and 
receives—the sympathy of the Community, 
to such an extent that a jury representing 
the law abiding public finds him not guilty 
of any crime, While a seeond jury finds him 
wuilty of mere mansiaughter, The crime 
was a blot on the gvod pame of ths fair 
country, a disgrace to civilization and 


humanity, but not more s0~-not 80 much 80 
| _as the failure to meet the crime with that 
| justice which alone protects the sacredness 
of life against the lawless, The crime re 

‘sulted in the death of the victins. The fail- 
ure to punish the crime, by showing that 
the scales of justice du not balance evenly in 
that they can be swayed by
